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Olympian to light up torch 
relay in South Somerset 


SOUTH Somerset is poised to expe¬ 
rience a once in a lifetime event 
when the Olympic Torch Relay 
shines a light on the district on Tues¬ 
day, May 22nd. 

The streets of Ilminster, Yeovil, 
Ilchester and Somerton will be lit up 
as the Olympic Torch Relay passes 
through, and anticipation in each 
town is building as the big day ap¬ 
proaches. 

Yeovil will proudly welcome 
Olympic gold medallist Amy 
Williams. 

Amy won gold in the bob skeleton 
event in Vancouver in 2010 - Great 
Britain’s first gold medal in an indi¬ 
vidual event at the Winter Games for 
30 years. 

In 2010 she received an MBE and 
was also shortlisted for BBC Sports 
Personality of the Year. 

Amy will be joined by dozens of 
other inspirational Torchbearers that 
will visit South Somerset. 

There are three phases of the 
Olympic Torch Relay: 

• The Advance Activation Convoy 
- around 45 minutes before the 
Torchbearers arrive, Presenting Part¬ 
ner vehicles provide a range of 
colourful entertainment. 

# The Activation Convoy - this 
part of the convoy will operate five 
to six minutes ahead of the “Flame 
Convoy”. On the left hand side of the 


road Presenting Partners - Samsung, 
Coca-Cola and Lloyds TSB - will be 
handing out keepsakes 

• The Flame Convoy - this section 
is the showpiece in each town and 
escorts and supports the inspirational 
Torchbearers. This will be the oppor¬ 
tunity to cheer the Torchbearers and 
show South Somerset off to a world¬ 
wide audience. 

The first port of call for the Torch 
will be Ilminster at 6.53am. 

The Mayor of Ilminster, Councillor 
Carol Goodall, said: “Ilminster will 
be ready to welcome the Olympic 
Torch Relay and excitement is 
mounting as we prepare to celebrate 
its passing with cheering crowds and 
special breakfasts being held by 
businesses and schools. 

“Our local Carnival Committee 
have been heavily involved in the 
arrangements for marshaling the 
event and they will joined on the 
morning by the Lions. 

“It will be an historic occasion and 
I am sure one that will be remem¬ 
bered for many years to come.” 

Following Ilminster the Torch will 
make its way to Yeovil at 7.39am. 

Ilchester is next on the route at 
8.11am. There will be hundreds of 
schoolchildren lining the route as 
well as a welcome from the RNAS 
Yeovilton Volunteer Band. 

The last destination for the torch in 


South Somerset is Somerton. 

As the Olympic Torch Relay comes 
through each of these places early in 
the morning, it is important that any¬ 
one commuting to work, or who has 
an early appointment in these loca¬ 
tions, allows for delays to their jour¬ 
ney time. 

Although there are no road clo¬ 
sures, traffic will be stopped in each 
community as the Torch Relay works 
its way around the district. 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfolio 
Holder for Leisure and Culture at 
South Somerset District Council 
said: “Although the Olympic Torch 
Relay is coming to South Somerset 
early in the morning we are looking 
forward to giving the inspirational 
Torchbearers a very warm welcome. 

“There will be street performers, 
bands and a lot of encouragement. I 
urge everyone to get in place to 
watch as early as possible to avoid 
disappointment. 

“South Somerset District Council 
has organised the event in partner¬ 
ship with Ilminster Town Council, 
Yeovil Town Council, Ilchester 
Parish Council and Somerton Town 
Council. I would like to thank each 
council for their support and enthu¬ 
siasm as well as the emergency serv¬ 
ices and Somerset County Council 
for helping to bring the event to¬ 
gether.” 


New mayor for Ilminster 

A NEW Mayor was unanimously voted-in on Tuesday 
night at the Annual Meeting of Ilminster Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

Outgoing Mayor Carol Goodall opened proceedings 
by tabling the only nomination, that of Deputy Mayor 
Councillor Roger Swann.

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Traders upset by traffic chaos 



“CHAOTIC” road works left Crewkerne 
traders out-of-pocket and civic chiefs fuming. 
Contractors spent several days resurfacing 
South Street just before the Queen’s visit ear¬ 
lier this month. 

But the work caused town-centre chaos with 
horrendous traffic jams and the Waitrose car 
park completely empty - even though it was 
apparently supposed to remain open. 

Town councillors this week voiced their 
anger at the fiasco and instructed clerk Jeanne 
Warner to fire-off a stiff letter to Somerset 
Highways. 

Mrs Warner told town councillors on Mon¬ 
day night: “There have been some serious 
complaints by businesses in the town because 
their trade was affected. 

“I witnessed the chaos and queues. The 
South Street car park was empty. 

“It was particularly chaotic and there were 
quite a few businesses that were extremely 
upset.” 

Several members echoed Mrs Warner’s re¬ 
marks. They also expressed frustration that 
highways had again failed to ensure adequate 
notification of major roadworks in the town. 

Mayor Neil Sturtivant said earlier work in 
South Street had been “shambolic” and Som¬ 
erset Highways had clearly not learnt any les-

He added: “Waitrose were told by the county 
council that the contractors would start at the 
bottom of South Street and work up. 

“But the contractors told me they were start¬ 
ing at the top and working down. 

“I work for a business (the Aqua Centre) that 
was affected. 

“The contractors said there would be access 
to the South Street car park at all times. But 
people coming to me saw the road closed.” 


■ THE Highways officer at the 
centre of the "chaotic road¬ 
works" row has apologised for 
"disruption and inconvenience" 
and admitted that "lessons can 
be learnt". 

Mike Fear emailed the apol¬ 
ogy to town and district Coun¬ 
cillor Angie Singleton, with 
copies sent to Crewkerne Mayor 
Neil Sturtivant and town clerk 
Jeanne Warner. 

He told them: "The need for 
deep planing had an impact on 
the phasing of the operation. 

"Advance notice of the work 


was provided and talks were 
held with traders. 

"This resulted in modifications 
to the original start and finish 
times. 

"We were able to open the top 
end of South Street after just 
two days, to enable access to 
the car park. 

"Clearly, the operation was 
disruptive and proved an incon¬ 
venience to many people, for 
which we apologise. 

"The appalling weather did 
not help either. 

"As with every event, lessons 


can be learnt. 

"I know that, despite the ef¬ 
forts made, signing of the works 
was an issue." 

Mr Fear added that diversion 
signs were in place but he said: 
"The feedback we received was 
that more could have been 
done. 

"We will be looking into the 
options for future schemes." 

He concluded: "The finished 
surface has provided us with a 
robust carriageway which I 
hope will stand the test of time 
for years to come.”

Pharmacy gets go ahead 

PLANNERS have granted a "lawful development certifi¬ 
cate" to the Crewkerne Health Centre, paving the way 
for a new pharmacy at the facility in Middle Path. 
Doctors at the health centre have ambitious expansion 
plans that could deal a fatal blow to a nearby Co-op 
pharmacy. 

Practice manager Louise Walker posted a statement 
on the surgery website earlier this year explaining 
what is envisaged and addressing concerns raised by 
worried neighbours. 

She said:"The doctors have teamed up with Commu¬ 
nity Pharmacies (UK) Ltd to develop a health centre 
pharmacy. 

"This exciting development will extend the services 
available to patients and improve convenience by en¬ 
abling people to get their medication from the on-site 
pharmacy rather than having to visit a separate loca¬ 
tion. 

"The pharmacy will remain open when the surgery 
is open and stay open late in the evenings and at 
weekends. 

"We believe the addition of the pharmacy will pro¬ 
vide an improved and more convenient service to pa¬ 
tients. 

"We do not anticipate any increase in traffic or park¬ 
ing problems as a consequence of the development. 
There may well be a fall in traffic." 

The surgery unsuccessfully applied earlier this year 
for permission to erect three illuminated pharmacy 
signs. 

A couple who live opposite told planners they were 
concerned about the pharmacy opening for at least 14 
hours every day of the week, and also about "the type 
of drugs that will be supplied, and to whom". 

They added: "Our main concern is the sad fact that 
there is a need to open a pharmacy for what will be 
more than 14 hours per day, seven days-a-week." 

The Health Centre hopes to open the pharmacy this 
summer. 

• The Co-op runs a pharmacy opposite the health cen¬ 
tre from 9am to 6pm during the week, with lunchtime 
closing between 1pm and 2pm.

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Aquaplaning - Don't lose your grip! 


THE UK has just experience the wettest April* on 
record and these are the conditions that can quickly 
turn a normal road or motorway into a hazardous 
skidpan. When water collects on a road surface the 
possibility of aquaplaning increases dramatically. 
Aquaplaning is when a cushion of water builds up 
between the tyre and the road surface. The result is 
a loss of steering control which could lead to an ac¬ 
cident. 

To help prevent aquaplaning, having adequate 
tread depth and tyre pressures are crucial. The law 
requires a minimum of 1.6mm of tread, however, 
safety and tyre experts recommend that to be on 
the safe side winter tyres, for instance, should have 
a minimum tread depth of 4mm (summer tyres 
should have a minimum tread depth of at least 
3mm) - taking into consideration the advice to 
change tyres seasonally.The greater the tread depth, 
say experts, the less likely it is that the driver will ex¬ 


perience aquaplaning. In addition, the tyre pressure 
should be correct and set at the level indicated in 
the owner's handbook. If aquaplaning does occur, 
the advice is to stay calm, come off the accelerator 
and don't touch the brakes or try to turn the steer¬ 
ing. As speed decreases, the tyres will start to bite 
through the film of water to the road surface and 
control can be regained.
